Editor Newa:— 

As I hawaleaa bittyi^«iihig 
to teech add iboat aa baay toneh- 
ing, yoa wiU pardon Oiy neglect 

of my eorraapondence. I try to 
farm, on some land that is so 
hilly that wheat has to be sown 
with a double barrel shotgun; 
and too poor for a man to raise 
his voice on it; and am a poor 
farmer, anyway. As a result, it 
takes what I make teaching 
aehool to pay for fartilizw and 
flbor and I dm't have many 
dothea. Neither do I revri in 
aoeh vain iknnp and glory as 
biUEzwagons, ' setter dogs, dia- 
monda and other frivolitiea. 

At present, I am pMncipal of 
Casar High Sehool; where I 
reigned last year. For these 
services, a stiped is paid me of 
$55 a month, and the treasury 
is raided every month. For my 
board, I pay $12 a month, cur- 
rent money with the merchant, 
and I am in pleasant quarters. 
My landladiae are-two well to do 
widowB, who have an elegant 
eamfortride home and both are 
colinary artiata of a high order. 
To this cooking I pay a very 
high compliment; and I suspect 
itmakea my hoata wring their 
hands and tear their tresses 
One is a venerable widow, while 
the other is also wearing the 
desolate weeds of bereavement, 
but is a sprightly lady, attractive 
l^dy of 24. They can tribute 
tiieir miafbrtone and my good 
fortune to war eonditlona. We 
are in the ahadow of South 
Moontaina, where the motto has 
prevailed ao k»g that the mem- 
ory of maii runneth not back to 
the contrary, that corn must be 
raised to make whiskey and the 
residue converted into bread. 
When war was declared, some 
of these mountaineers followed 
the example of Roostervelt and 
Billy Sunday, and decided to 
take it oat in folminating against 
Kaieer, ealUng the aame patriot- 
ism. Bat tha anthoritiea had 
delegated that calling to doagh- 
faead kwyera, "Skypifeta," 
bankers, cotton mill magnates,

The Red Cross Ready for Peace 



THE following message has been telegnphed by tlie 
War Council of the American Red Ooas to each one 

of the 3,857 chapters : 

"On February lOt]^ last year, nearly six weeks be- 
fore the United Stotee ^la^ war, Nalaonal Red GroiB 

Headquarters advised its chapters to prepare for war. 
That which has followed in the record of the Red Cross 
in helping to win this war and to relieve the suffering 
growing out of it, constitutes something of which every 
American citizen has a right to be proud. Every Ameri- 
can Red Cross worker must feel a aenae of gratitade in 
having had a share in it all. , 

"The moment is now come to prepare for peace. 
Unto peace is really here and our soldiers home there 
can be no relaxation in aaj Bad Croat effort incident to 

active hostilities. 

**Btit even with peace, let no one suppose that the 
work of the Red Cross is finished. Millions of American 
boys are still under arms. Thousands of them are sick 
and wonnded. Owing to the shortage in shipping, it may 
take a year or more to bring our boys home from France. 
But whatever the time, our protecting arms must be about 
them and their families over the whole period whldi 
must elapae before the nonnal life of peace can be re- 
sumed. 

**Oar soldiers and sailors are enlisted until the Com- 
mander-in-Chief tells them there is no more work for 
them to do in the war. Let every Red Cross member and 
wwfcer — and this means both men and women — show 
our returning soldiers and sailors that to care for their 
health, welfare and happiness we are enlisted for no less 
period than they are. 

"The cessation of war will reveal a picture of misery 
such as the world has never seen before, especially in 
the many eonntri^ which cannot help themsMves. The 
American people will expect the Red Cross to continue 
to act as their agent in repairing broken spirits and 
broken bodies. Peace terms and peace conditions will 
determine how we may best minister to the vast stricken 
areas which have been harrowed by war, and for this 
great act of mercy the heart and spirit of the American 
people must continue to be mobilised through ti&e Amer- 
ican Red Cross. 

"On behalf of the War Council, we accordingly ask 
each member of our splendid body of workers through- 
out the land to bear in mind the solemn obligation which 
rests upon each one to 'carry on.' We cannot abate one 
instant in our efforts or in our spirits. There will be 
abundance of work to do, and specific advices will be 
given, but even at the moment of peace M no Red Croaa 
wwker falter. 

"Our spirits must now call us to show that not the 
roar of cannon or the blood of our own alone directs our 
activities, but that a great people will continue to respond 
greatly and freely to its obligations and opportunity to

FOR NEWS FROM HOME 



American soldiers In camps and hos- 
pitals In Great Britain are now able tc 
keep ta Imidi wltli affairs at home 
through the medium of a dally bulletin 
service which has been establlabed by 
the American Red Cross. 

Army officers say tbe est 1 1 in fills • 
long-felt want, providing the men with 
sporting and home news they cannot 
find in the English newspapers. 

The arrival of the bulletin Is now 
one of the big dally events. In this 
connection a Red Cross worker In 
England soids tbe following mcmge j 
to MatiODal Headqnarters In Wash- 1 
Ington: 

"After talking with the boys about i 
the daily news service I have been j

they were taking — the two thousand 
and more women who have gone to 
France Jpr varied services under the 
American Bed Cross, and the more 
than nine tbooaud mrses wkmn the 
American Red Otoss has assigned to 
foreign duty under the United States 
Army and Navy Nurse Corps. 

They went under orders, as soldiers 
do; prepared for any emegencies, as 
soldiers d»; th^ assomed many 
strange and nnforeseen tasks, as sol- 
diers do. Literally, they went as 
fighters, against pain, disease and 
deatli. 

A "mobile surgical unit" of nurses — 
those words dont mean very moch, 

perhaps, the first time we bear them. 
But see such an unit follow an army 
up to an advanced post ; see how the 
nurses work with steady hands beside 
the surgeons as the stretchers with the 
newly wounded are brought In. See 
thousands of them In evaraatlon hos- 
pitals, base hospitals, convalescent 
hospitals, tuberculosis hospitals; some 
of them in Frepch military hospitals 
where sometimes oar men are sent; 
see tbem wfOi tiielr specialised ASH 
in head surgery, or fracture work, or 
psychiatry ; — all these women who 
keep liead and hand cool and steady, 
when the ambulances unload great 
harvests of wounded. Then we say 
the -words "Our Nurses," as we say 
"Our Soldiers," "Our Sailors," "Our 
Marines." 

On the night of March 25th, when 
the-Germans were fast advancing, and 
already within six kllmnetmrs of 
Annel, an ontpost of Gomplegne, two 
American doctors remained, who un- 
der order of the French government, 
had sent the patients and personnel 
of their hospital farther back tbe 
night before. The artflioy was deaf- 
ening, bnt the American Ambalance 
sections kept bringing their wounded 
to Annel. These doctors SJiid that as 
long as the American boys brought 
tliem wounded they would operate. 
Two nurses volunteered flrom Com- 
ptsgne, and so In the deserted chateau 
tbe two surgeons, the two nurses and 
the ten drivers worked calmJy on, 
while tbe buzz of aeroplanes shook 
the air, andf the blasting guns tiliuek 
tbe earth. 



Through three takings of Belgrade, 

first when the city was taken by the 
Austrlans, again when it was retaken 
by the Serbians, and still again wlitn 
it was taken back by tbe Germans and 
AaatrltDs tegetten >■ Aoierlcn Bed 
Cross nurse, Mary Gladwin, worked 
In the operating room. In that first 
capture, when nine thousand wounded 
crowded jthe wards and halls and yard 
of the thrniimd-bed^o^ltal and doctor 
and nune werted together for day 
and night without stopping, giving to 
each operation an average of six min- 
utes, and employing emergencies In- 
spired by the desperate need of the 
moment, they did not know that the 
dty had been taken until all the 
stretdms hroogbt Austrian wounded, 
and Austrian doctors came to their 
relief. 

Several hundred women are work- 
ing over ttMre In tke ^iMsrlnin Bed 

Cross canteens. There are about two 
hundred of these canteens along the 

French and American lines of com- 
munication, and the women are work- 
ing under great pressure, feeding 
thousands of soldiers. The Red Cross 
Is also establlidilng canteens by mili- 
tary request at a number of Aviation 
Camps. American women conduct 
these stations, comprising canteen and 
club and reading room. Everyone of 
these cttBteens has someabig of the 
genius of home about It; and It Is 
because of this, no less than the fa- 
eilitles for cleanliness and rest and 
refreshment, that the French govern- 
ment has ghren the reapoo^illty for 
maintaining fsntesns for both armies 
to the hands of the American Red Cross. 

In large ntimbers women are going 
abroad as hospital hut workers, also, 
and as social workers for trained 
service among the refugees and the 
repatriated. At each base hospital the 
Red Cross is equipping, as fast as they 
can be built, recreation huts for con- 
valpsi-cnt soldiers. 

Clerical workers have steadily In- 
creased In number for the adB>lnl» 
tratlve offices. From that original 
group of eighteen, which as the first 
American Red Cross Commission to 
France sailed about June 1st, 1917, 
the organization has grown to a work- 
ing force of more than fifiM

Tuberculosis Experts Sent by 
Red Cross Will Use Lat- 
est Methods. 



Indnded In the unit of medical and 

lay workers which the American Red 
Cross has sent to Italy are a number 
of the leading antl-tiiberealosls work- 
ers of the country, sponsored by the 
National Tuberculosis Association. 
Dr. WlUlam Charles WMte, who heads 
the unit, is medical director of the 
Tuberculosis League of Pittsburgh, 
and Dr. Robert H. Bishop, tbe assist- 
ant director, is seeretaiy of the Anti- 
Tnherculosls League of Cleveland as 
well as health coiiiiuissioner of that 
city. Dr. John H. Lowman of Cleve- 
land, a former president of the Na- 
tional Association, is another promi- 
nent monber of the nnlt Others are 
Dr. Robert G. Patterson, secretary of 
the Ohio Tuberculosis Association ; 
Seymour H. Stone, until recently sec- 
retary of the Massachusetts Anti-Tn- 
bercnlosis Leagae; Dr. Gertrude Stnr- 
gis, secretary of the New Tork City 
Association of Tuberculosis Clinics, 
and N. A. Nelson, superintendent of the 
Cincinnati Anti-Tuberculosis League. 

These men and wooMn. at the re- 
quest of the Italian CDvemment, will 
co-operate with that country in apply- 
ing the latest approved American 
methods for combating the spread of 
tuberculosis. Some of them will be 
charged with the establishment of 
clinics where people of all ages may 
be examined and treated ; others will 
devote their attention particularly to 
preventing tuberculosis among chil- 
dren, and a third group will develop 
health publicity and education. 
' It ^ to tbe credit of the antl-tnber- 
culosls campaign in America that It 
has produced specialists of such inter- 
national standing that Italy wishes to 
call them into her service temporarily. 
But the campaign will bo emitinued 
unremittingly here at home. Its sup- 
port during the ensuing year will be 
derived not as heretofore from the 
sale of Bed Cross Christmas Seais, but 
by a fecial appropriation made by the 
Bed Croes to the KattoMd TiibereDlo> 
sis Association. Tuberculosis workers

Washington, D. C. — ^Wlth the subsid- 
ence of the epidonic of influenza tbe 
attention of health officers la directed 

to pneumonia, bronchitis and other 
dlaeaaea of the re^iratory ayBtem 
wliidi regularly canw a large ninnber 

of deaths, especially daring the winter 
season. According to Rupert Blue, 
Surgeon General of the United States 
Pnblic Health Service^ these diseases 
will be especially preraleat fliia win- 
ter unless the people are partlctilarly 
careful to obey health Instructions. 

"The present epidemic," said Sur- 
geon General Blue, "lias taught by bit- 
ter experience how readily a condition 
beginning apparently as a slight cold 
may go on to pneumonia and death. 
Although the worst of the epidemic Is 
over, there will continue to be a large 
number of scattered cases, many of 
them mild and unrecognized, which 
will be danger spots to be guarded 
■gainst.** The Surgeon General likened 
tbo present situation to that after n 
great Are, sayinp. "No fire chief who 
understands his business stops playing 
the hose on the charred debris as soon 
as the flafnes and visible fire have dis- 
appeared. On ttie contrary, be con- 
tinues the water for hours and even 
days, for ho knows that there is dan- 
ger of the fire rwkindMng from smol- 
dering embers."

The ten thousand ITome Service Sec- 
tions of the American Bed Cross, in 
fbefr work of looking after the fami- 
lies of the enlisted men, are doing won- 
ders for the morale of the army. Our 
fighters are not men ^ho are going to 
wony abovt llMinisnlTCS. bnt If they do 
not pet cheerful letters from home, or 
if anything goes wrong there, they are 
going to worry, and that d^cate thing 
the army men call morale is going tO 
be disturbed. It is to saCegoard 
against this and also to prevent need- 
less suCferlng an^ to promote that spir- 
it of neighborliness and kindly aid that 
binda Mdi community into an organic 
whole that Oe Home Service was or- 
ganized. 

Over 50,000 workers are serving on 
these ten thousand committees, which 
reach into every comer of the country, 
howvver nmote.

in badly ventilated, oveiheated rooms, 
tbe respiratory dlssasea beoMie very 
prevalent 

Suitable Clothing Important. 

"Stm another factor in the prodne- 

tlon of colds, pneumonia and other re- 
spiratory diseases Is carelessness or ig- 
norance of the people regarding suit- 
able clothing during the seasons when 
the weaflier aaddenly changes, sitting 
in wann rooms too heavily dressed or, 
what la even mere common, especially 
among women, dressing so lightly that 
windows are kept closed in order to be 
comfortably warm. This .Is a TCCy In- 
jurious practice. 

Could Save 100,000 Lives. 

*n[ believe we conid easily save one 
handled thousand lives annually in 
the United States if all the people 
would adopt the system of fresh air 
living followed, for example, in tal>er- 
eolesis sanatoria. There tt nodiing 
mysterious about It-Hio spedflc medir 
cine, no vaccine The Important thing 
Is right living, food food and plenty of 
fresh air. 

Droplet Infection Explained In Picturea. 

"Tbe Bnreav of PuMlc Health, 

Treasury Department, has Just Issued 
a striking poster drawn by Berryman, 
the well-known Washington cartoonist 
The poster exemplifies the modem 
method of health education. Jk few 
years ago, under similar dreuoastances, 
the health authorities wonld have is- 
sued an official dry but scientifically 
accurate bulletin teaching th9 role of 
droplet infection in the spread of re- 
epiratory diseases The only ones who 
would have understood the bulletin 
would have been those who •Itasdy 
knew all about the subject The SHUi 
in the street, the plain citizen and the 
many millions who toil for their Uvlng 
would have liad no time and no desiro 
to wade throng the technical p h r a ss 
elogy.'' » 
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A fbod map of Ehirope today shows 
not a single country in which tbe fu- 
ture does not hold threat of serious 
difficulties and only a small part which 
is not rapidly approadiing the famine 
point With the eacoeptlon of the 
Ukraine only those countries which 
have maintained marine commerce 
have suflJcient food supplies to meet 
actual needs until next harvest, and 
even in the Ukraine, with stores accu- 
mnlated on the farms, time Is famine 
In flie large coiters of population. 

Belgium and northern France, as 
well as Serbia, appear on the himger 
map distinct from the rest of Europe 
because they stand in a different rela- 
tion from the other nations to the peo- 
ple of the United States. America has 
for four years maintained the small 
war rations of Belgium and northern 
France and is already making special 
efforts to care for their increased 
after^the.war needs, ivhldi, witii those 
of Serbia, must be indaded In this 
plan, are urgent in ttie extreme and 
must have immediate relief. 

Tbe gratitude of the Belgian nation 
for the help America baa extended to 
her during tbe war constitutes tbe 
strongest appeal for us to conttarae onr 
work tliore. Tlit' moment the Gorman 
armies withdrew from her soil and slie 
, vpa sstablislied once more hi ho 



seat of government the little nation's 
first tbought was to express her grati- 
tude to the Commission for Relief in 
Belgium for preserving the lives of 
millions of her citizens. 

Q«rmany, on th^ other hand, need 
not asoM In sndi a aaap for AsmtI- 
cnns tMOMMe there Is no present indi- 
cation that we shall be called on at all 
to take thought for tlie food needs of 
Germany. Germany probably can care 
for her efwn food pioMi if she Is 
given aeeess to shipping and is enabled 
to distribute food to tbe dtles with 
dense populattooik which ass tts tsoo- 
ble centers. 

England, France, the Netherlands 
and Portugal, all of which have bean 
maintained from American supplies, 
have sufficient food to meet Immediate 
needs, but their future presents seri- 
ous difficulties. The same is true of 
Spain and the northern nentral coun- 
tries— N<vway, Sweden sad DMomrk 
— ^whose ports have been open and who 
have been able to draw to some degree 
upon foreign supplies. 

Most of Russia is already In the 
throes of famine, and 40,000,000 people 
then aro beyond the possibility of 
help. Before another spring thou- 
sands of them inevitably must die. 
This applies as well to Poland and

Bohemia, Serbia, Roumania and 
Montenegro have already reached the 
famine point and are suffering a hea:Ty 
toll of death. Tbe Annoiian 
tien Is fsning mtt weA ss 
takes Its toll, and In Greece, Albania 
and Roumania so serious are the food 
shortages tluit famine is near. Al- 
though starvation is not yet immlnoBt, 
Italy, Swltseriand, Bolauln 
key are in the 
gendes.

If these ' 
t proportions bold true flor the United 
States as a whole they woold indicate 
that about one In every hundred per- 
sons is tuberculous.

What to Do.

The Surgeon General warned espe- 
cially against certain danger signs, 
such as "decttsif* and "mmtm iMck 
bang on."

"If yoti ds 
not get well promptly, if your ci'Id 
seems to han- on or your health i:i 1 
strength decline, remember that thcsi- 
are often the early signs of tubcrcuU>- 
sla.
